20. (new) A process according to Claim 1 1 wherein the chelant is a phosphorate chelant. 

2\.(new) A process according to Claim 20 wherein the phosphorate chelant is an 
aniinophosphonate. 

22. (new) A process for coating detergent tablets with a C 2 -C, 3 dicarboxylic acid, comprising 
the steps of: 

i.) preparing a melt of said dicarboxylic acid comprising a level of water in said melt of at 
least Ig of water per 1000 g of dicarboxylic acid;
